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BOARD  REORGANIZATION.

EARLY  PLANTAGENET  COINAGE.

In  1247  the  King’s  Council  recommended  that  there  should  be  a  new  coinage 
owing  to  the  quantity  of  clipped  coin  in  circulation  and  suggested  that  a  new  standard 
be  used.  Flowever,  it  was  finally  decided  that  the  old  standard  fineness  of  11  oz. 

2  dwt.  of  pure  silver  in  every  pound  of  sterling  silver  should  be  retained,  i.e.  925  parts  a 
per  1000,  and  so  should  the  old  weight  of  22  f  grains.  The  cross  on  the  reverse  of  the  * 
coin  was  extended  to  the  outer  edge,  and,  in  the  hope  of  deterring  the  clippers,  it  was 
declared  that  any  coin  that  did  not  show  all  the  cross-ends  would  be  demonetized. 

As  security  for  a  substantial  loan  from  his  brother,  the  Earl  of  Cornwall,  King 
Henry  leased  the  whole  of  the  coinage  to  him,  on  the  understanding  that  they 
should  have  equal  shares  in  the  profits. 

The  earliest  Long  Cross  coins  were  struck  only  at  London  and  Canterbury  under 
the  sole  control  of  Nicholas  of  St.  Albans  and  bore  no  moneyer’s  name;  instead  the 
Latin  form  of  “  King  Henry  the  Third  of  England  ”  occupies  both  sides  of  the  coin. 
Later  pennies  have  the  mint  name  added,  abbreviated  lon,  can,  or  aed — the  latter 
a  contraction  for  the  Abbot  of  St.  Edmundsbury’s  mint. 

It  was  apparent  that  London  and  Canterbury  alone  could  not  produce  and  ex¬ 
change  all  the  coin  that  required  to  be  reminted,  and  in  1248  sixteen  branch  mints 
were  opened  each  with  four  money ers.  An  interesting  account  of  the  preparations 
for  this  recoinage,  together  with  a  list  of  the  officials  who  were  to  serve  at  each  mint 
is  given  in  an  appendix  to  the  13th  century  Chronicle  of  John  of  Oxenides.  Other 
interesting  information  on  mints  and  moneyers  of  the  twelth  and  thirteenth  centuries 
can  be  found  in  the  Pipe  Rolls  of  the  Exchequer.  The  branch  mints  were  closed 
down  in  1250  after  the  recoinage  of  the  old  Short  Cross  coins  had  been  com.pleted. 


The  outstanding  numismatic  event  of  the  later  years  of  Henry  Ill’s  reign  was  the 
introduction  of  a  gold  coinage.  Gold  was  chiefly  used  in  international  trade  in 
Western  Europe  by  the  merchant-banking  houses,  and  until  the  earlier  part  of  the 
13th  century  gold  coin  came  either  from  Byzantium  or  the  Arab  Caliphate.  Early  in 
the  12th  century  the  Normans  in  Sicily  and  S.  Italy  began  striking  small  gold  coins 
in  imitation  of  Arab  dinars.  By  the  beginning  of  the  13th  century  the  gold  Byzan¬ 
tine  nomisma,  or  “  bezants  ”  as  the  coins  were  called  in  the  West,  were  becoming 
scarcer  and  their  gold  content  was  being  debased.  From  about  the  time  of  the 
Crusades  there  was  a  great  increase  in  commerce  throughout  Europe  and  the  East, 
and  the  Italians,  situated  in  a  key  position  in  the  Mediterranean,  were  not  slow  to 
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seize  their  opportunities.  We  now  see  the  rising  power  of  the  great  trading  cities 
ot  MorencCj  Genoa,  Lucca  and  Venice.  At  the  same  time  in  Northern  Europe, 
situated  strategically  between  the  North  Sea  and  Baltic,  the  Hansa  merchants  of 
Hamburg,  Bremen  and  Lubeck  begin  to  build  up  their  monopoly  of  trade  in  the 
North. 

About  1230,  on  his  return  from  the  6th  Crusade,  the  Emperor  Frederick  II  began 
striking  the  handsome  gold  "Augustale”  copied  from  a  Roman  prototype,  and  in  1252 
the  Republic  of  Florence  began  coining  gold  for  its  merchant  princes.  The  Fiorina 
d'oro  (or  florin)  was  carried  into  every  country  where  Florentine  bankers  had  an 
agency,  and  they  fixed  their  own  rate  of  exchange  against  other  currencies  so  as  to 
show  themselves  a  handsome  profit.  English  wool  was  renowned  for  its  fine  quality 
and  the  Florentines  bought  the  bulk  of  the  crop  to  weave  in  their  own  workshops, 
and  they  then  sold  the  finished  cloth  all  over  Europe.  As  their  wealth  accumulated, 
so  they  built  up  their  banking  interests,  providing  loans  to  the  nobility  of  Europe,  at 
suitable  interest  rates  of  course. 

In  1255  the  French  king  Louis  IX  ordered  the  minting  of  the  Ecu  d’or.  Two 
years  later  King  Henry  directed  William  of  Gloucester,  the  royal  goldsmith,  to  mint 
a  penny  of  gold  which  was  made  current  at  a  value  of  20  pence.  It  depicted  the 
king  enthoned  holding  an  orb  and  sceptre.  It  was  a  few  grains  lighter  than  the  gold 
florin  and  proved  unacceptable  to  merchants  at  the  rate  that  had  been  fixed.  There 
were  protests  from  merchants  who  held  stocks  of  gold;  the  Mayor  and  other 
citizens  of  London  visited  the  Exchequer  to  complain,  and  it  was  directed  that  there 
would  be  no  compulsion  to  accept  the  new  coins  which  could  be  redeemed  at  the 
Exchequer  at  191,  pence.  They  were  probably  never  minted  in  large  quantity,  and 
most  of  them  must  have  been  remelted.  Only  8  specimens  are  known  today.  Gold 
w’as  not  minted  again  in  England  for  three-quarters  of  a  century. 

For  the  first  seven  years  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I  the  coinage  was  allowed  to 
retain  the  general  design  of  the  last  reign  and  the  coins  still  used  the  name  henricvs. 
However,  the  style  of  the  head  on  the  obverse  was  improved  by  the  substitution  of 
realistic  curls  for  the  crude  crescent-shaped  marks  that  served  for  hair  in  Henry’s 
reign. 


Following  a  long  inquiry  by  the  King’s  Council  a  new  coinage  was  ordered  in 
1279  when  the  penny  was  reduced  in  weight  for  the  first  time  since  the  Conquest, 
from  22.5  to  22.25  grains.  This  meant  that  2id.  extra  could  be  coined  out  of  a 
Tower  pound  of  silver,  which  should  just  about  have  covered  the  minting  expenses. 
An  imposing  four-penny  piece,  the  Groat,  was  now  introduced — following  in  the 
steps  of  the  French  kings  Louis  IX  and  Philip  HI  who  had  been  minting  the  large 
silver  Gros  Tournois.  The  groat  had  a  neat  facing  crowned  bust  in  a  quatrefoil  and 
had  the  king’s  title  in  length — “  Edward,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  England, 
Lord  of  Ireland  and  Duke  of  Aquitaine.”  A  round  farthing  was  also  issued  for  the 
first  time,  and,  though  this  denomination  contained  its  full  value  of  silver,  additional 
alloy  was  added  to  it  in  order  to  make  it  larger  and  more  convenient  to  handle.  So 
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instead  of  being  5.\  grains^  in  proportion  to  the  penny,  it  weighed  nearly  7  grains. 
The  new  coinage  was  under  the  sole  control  of  a  new  Master,  William  de  Turnemire, 
and  moneyers’  names  now  disappear  from  the  coins,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Abbot  of  Bury’s  coins,  which  retained  the  name  of  his  own  moneyer,  Robert  de 
hADLElE. 


Besides  the  mints  of  London,  Canterbury,  Durham  and  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 
additional  mints  were  opened  for  a  couple  of  years  to  cope  with  the  recoinage  at 
Bristol,  Chester,  Lincoln,  Newcastle  and  York.  In  1280  a  round  halfpenny  was 
added  to  the  coinage  and  to  prevent  confusion  the  farthing  was  reduced  in  size  and 
to  its  proportionate  weight  of  grains — a  tiny  thing.  The  new  coins  were  a  great 
improvement  in  design  and  were  extensively  copied  in  the  Low  Countries,  particularly 
in  Flanders,  Brabant  and  Luxemburg.  At  this  period  much  of  the  English  wool 
crop  was  being  made  up  into  cloth  on  the  weaving  looms  in  Ghent  and  Bruges. 
Importation  from  the  Low  Countries  of  these  base  silver  continental  sterlings, 
known  as  “  crockards,”  “  pollards  ”  and  “lushebournes  ”  was  a  continual  source 
of  trouble,  and  they  turn  up  in  many  English  hoards. 

In  1299  they  were  officially  devalued  to  halfpence  and  in  the  following  year  they 
were  called  in  and  branch  mints  (including  Exeter  and  Kingston)  were  re-opened  to 
melt  them  down,  refine  the  metal  and  re-coin  it. 

The  coins  issued  in  Edward  ITs  reign  maintain  the  same  general  design,  but 
variations  in  letter  punches  and  type  detail  have  enabled  the  series  to  be  classified 
chronologically  by  the  Fox  brothers.  They  found  the  evidence  of  the  coins  of  Durham 
particularly  useful  as  the  various  Bishops  used  their  own  individual  marks  of  difference 
on  their  coinage.

Coins  and  Roman  Britain — Some  Further  Thoughts 

The  publication  of  Alison  Ravetz’s  study  “  The  Fourth  Century  Inflation  and 
Romano  British  Coin  Finds  ”  in  the  current  volume  of  Numismatic  Chronicle  (7th 
Ser.  VII)  provides  a  lot  of  interesting  material  for  numismatists  and  archaeologists 
alike.  Miss  Ravetz’s  thesis  is  however  only  symptomatic  of  a  new  trend  in  Romano- 
British  numismatics  as  a  whole,  based  on  the  careful  analysis  and  comparison  by 
statistical  methods  of  groups  of  coin  finds  from  hoards  and  sites.  Arguing  on  the 
basis  of  the  fact  that  all  coin  types  seem  to  have  circulated  generally  and  not  in 
localized  areas  and  bearing  in  mind  that  one  can  distinguish  between  common  and 
rare  types  as  a  whole  she  has  been  able  to  demonstrate  that  three  basic  patterns 
(clearly  shown  by  graphs)  of  coin  frequencies  can  be  seen  on  British  sites  in  the 
fourth  century.  From  this  she  has  gone  on  to  shed  some  light  on  the  question  of 
inflation  in  the  fourth  century  as  a  whole,  and  on  the  perennial  and  thorny  problem 
of  coinage  in  the  last  days  of  Roman  Britain. 

She  has  set  us  a  good  example  of  how  careful  study  of  such  finds  can  increase  our 
knowledge  of  coinage  in  Roman  Britain,  especially  with  regard  to  certain  problems. 
But  where  do  we  go  from  here  ?  Miss  Ravetz’s  method  of  statistical  analysis  can  and 
should  be  applied  to  tackle  other  problems.  One,  which  is  very  much  to  the  fore  for 
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immediate  attention,  is  the  question  of  coinage  in  the  first  and  second  century  in 
small  native  settlements.  Here  we  frequently  find  that  though  in  cases  where 
occupation  has  been  more  or  less  continuous  from  the  mid-first  to  fourth  century 
(as  attested  by  the  pottery  and  other  finds)  the  pattern  of  coin  finds  is  far  from  even, 
coins  of  the  first  and  second  centuries  being  usually  much  rarer  than  those  of  the 
third  and  fourth.  Certainly  an  explanation  to  some  extent  can  be  sought  in  the  fact 
that  in  the  first  two  centuries  coins  circulated  longer  and  were  not  subject  to  all  the 
strains  of  inflation,  debasement,  imitation  and  retariffing  which  makes  the  study  of 
late  Roman  coinage  such  a  complex  one.  But  this  does  not  seem  to  be  an  adequate 
answer,  as  town  and  villa  sites  produce  far  greater  numbers  of  early  coins,  as  do 
military  sites,  than  do  smaller  communities  with  a  proportionate  population.  Did 
Roman  coins  take  some  time  to  become  popular  in  the  “  backwoods  ”  of  Roman 
Britain,  even  when  a  veneer  of  Romanization  had  affected  other  aspects  of  life  ? 
Here  statistical  analysis  of  the  coins  from  a  series  of  sites  might  provide  us  with  an 
interesting  side-light  on  Rom-anization.  A  similar  approach  as  that  used  for  fourth 
century  coinage  might  be  applied  to  a  study  of  the  problems  of  inflation  in  the  late 
third  century,  with  just  as  useful  results. 

On  a  more  general  basis  a  detailed  study  of  the  coins  from  individual  sites  is 
required — many  important  towns  such  as  York  and  Lincoln  have  not  been  studied 
by  numismatists  using  modern  methods.  A  correlation  between  coins  and  pottery 
would  be  invaluable,  and  here  histograms  can  show  the  picture  very  clearly.  A  classic 
comparison  between  the  rarity  and  abundance  of  coins  and  pottery  over  the  whole 
period  of  the  town’s  occupation  by  the  Romans  has  been  made  by  Miss  J.  G.  Pilmer 
for  Chichester  (Sussex  Archaeological  Collections,  XCIV  (1956),  119-139),  and 
similar  methods  could  be  applied  elsewhere.  It  might  provide  us  with  a  clearer  idea 
of  fluctuations  of  population  in  Roman  towns  than  would  evidence  provided  by 
either  coins  or  pottery  alone. 

Much  work  has  already  been  done.  Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  has  been  working  for  a 
considerable  time  on  the  coins  from  Hadrian’s  Wall,  and  analyses  of  the  finds  from 
many  major  Roman  towns  are  promised  us  in  the  near  future.  Dr.  A.  S.  Robertson 
and  others  have  also  produced  scientific  studies  of  the  majority  of  Roman  coin 
hoards  in  Britain,  although  again  we  await  the  publication  of  many  of  these. 

Nevertheless  work  on  the  coinage  of  Roman  Britain  is  just  beginning,  not  coming 
to  an  end. 

The  History  of  British  Numismatic  Thought — V 

Among  the  names  that  stand  out  in  eighteenth  century  British  numismatics  are 
those  of  Ruding,  Hawkins  and  Pinkerton. 

John  Pinkerton’s  Essay  on  Medals  was  perhaps  one  of  the  most  popular  of  the 
eighteenth  century  books  on  coins.  It  was  frequently  reprinted,  the  third  edition 
appearing  in  1808.  Pinkerton  aimed  at  outlining  the  whole  development  of  coinage 
including  the  contemporary  coins  of  Europe. 

What  is  particularly  noteworthy  about  Pinkerton’s  contribution  to  numismatics 
is  his  wide  appreciation  of  the  value  of  coins  in  other  studies.  One  chapter  of  his 
two  volume  work  was  devoted  to  the  “  Utility  of  this  Study  ”  and  related  particularly 
to  the  value  of  coins  as  an  adjunct  to  historical  studies,  though  he  pointed  out  that 
coins  were  also  of  use  to  “  geography,  natural  history,  the  illustration  of  ancient 
writers,  to  architecture  and  to  the  knowledge  of  a  connoisseur,  or  that  of  ancient 
monuments,  busts,  statues,  ceremonies,  and  the  like.”  He  further  devoted  a  whole 
chapter  to  discussing  the  value  of  coins  to  the  art  historian,  not  merely  as  works  of 
art  themselves  but  as  illustrating  lost  works  of  art — a  subject  which  was  of  course  to 
be  taken  up  in  the  later  nineteenth  century  by  Imhoof-Blumer  and  others.  He  had 
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however  little  patience  with  people  who  were  interested  in  coins  for  other  than 
aesthetic  reasons,  and  would  no  doubt  have  found  the  approach  of  the  modern 
archaeologist  to  numismatics  quite  beyond  his  understanding.  Writing  about 
contemporary  antiquaries,  the  forerunners  of  archaeologists,  he  said  “  For  the 
ineffable  delight  which  the  sheer  antiquist  takes  in  any  rusty  commodity,  and  defaced 
medals  in  particular,  we  shall  not  attempt  to  account,  but  will  leave  it  to  any  author 
who  may,  in  future  times,  think  of  writing  a  much  wanted  treatise  on  the  diseases  of 
the  human  mind  .  .  .  The  delight  of  the  antiquist  may  be  called  a  depraved  appetite 
of  the  mind,  which  feeds  on  trash  and  fills  itself  with  emptiness.”  He  did  however 
distinguish,  it  might  be  fair  to  add,  between  his  “  antiquists  ”  and  those  he  called 
true  “  antiquaries  ”  who  were  concerned  with  “  ancient  laws,  poetry,  history  and 
manners.” 

Further  interesting  material  in  Pinkerton  includes  an  account  of  the  different 
methods  of  cleaning  coins  used  at  the  time,  and  some  early  studies  of  metrology,  not 
to  mention  perhaps  the  first  fairly  detailed  discussion  in  English  of  the  problems  | 
relating  to  the  external  history  of  Roman  coinage,  with  regard  to  debasement  and 
retariffing.  He  observed  that  it  was  a  “  dry  but  necessary  subject;  which  is  so  dull, 
that  one  might  go  to  sleep  over  it,  were  it  not  at  the  same  time  so  embarrassed  as  to 
keep  one  awake  from  pure  vexation  ” — an  opinion  which  no  doubt  many  twentieth 
century  collectors  share! 

Although  factually  there  were  numerous  errors,  Pinkerton’s  work  was  remarkably 
sound  in  comparison  with  many  contemporary  books  on  coins,  and  put  right  many 
popular  but  improbable  theories.  He  recognized  that  the  early  “  turtles  ”  were 
struck  not  at  Ageium  as  many  then  supposed,  but  at  Aegina. 

A  Coin  of  Magnentius  from  Woodeaton 

My  attention  has  been  drawn  to  a  surface  discovery  of  a  coin  of  Magnentius  on 
the  prolific  site  of  Woodeaton,  in  Oxfordshire.  It  is  an  iE  2  of  Trier  of  Period  II 
of  the  joint  reign  of  Magnentius  and  Decentius  (i.e.  351-2  a.d.)  with  the  type  1 
reverse  of  two  Victories  supporting  a  shield  on  a  column  (Carson,  Hill  &  Kent, 
1960,  no.  56-7).  Woodeaton  is  particularly  interesting  as  there  was  a  market  there 
in  Roman  times,  which  accounts  for  the  large  number  of  coins  lost.  It  was  one  of 
the  key  sites  for  the  study  of  fourth  century  inflation,  discussed  above.

Stone  Money  from  Guam.  In  “  Letters  to  the  Editor,”  page  97,  of  the  March,  1966 
Bulletin^  Cdr.  Bowker  questions  the  presence  of  stone  money  from  Guam  on  the  Island  of  Yap. 

During  a  visit  to  Yap  in  April  1965  I  was  shown  two  Guam  stones,  both  located  in  TabI 
village,  and  was  informed  that  a  third  stone  from  Guam  was  in  another  village.  My  informant, 
Andrew  Robomon,  Chief  of  the  Yap  Island  Council,  stated  that  an  expedition  to  quarry  stones 
in  the  Palau  Islands,  led  by  Prupor,  was  blown  far  off  course  by  a  storm  and  landed  on  Guam. 
Not  wishing  to  return  empty-handed,  they  quarried  three  stones  on  Guam,  bringing  these 
pieces  successfully  to  Yap.  The  Guam  stones  arrived,  according  to  Chief  Robomon,  “  before 
the  Spanish  came.” 

To  ensure  that  my  research  notes  were  accurately  recorded,  prior  to  departure  from  Yap 
a  council  of  Yapese  village  chiefs  met  with  me  and  thoughtfully  listened  to  the  reading  of  my 
notebook.  None  of  these  authoritative  Yapese  questioned  Robomon’s  statement  that  three 
stones  came  from  Guam. — O.  H.  Dodson. 

Danish  Medal  Society.  I  write  to  inform  you  of  the  formation  on  27th  April  1966  of 
Ordenshistorisk  Selskab  (The  Danish  Orders  and  Medals  Research  Society)  which  now  has 
more  than  30  members,  and  already  has  had  several  successful  meetings.

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Treasure  Trove  Trouble.  Some  of  the  treasure  hoard  found  on  a  building  site  at 
Fishpoolj  Nottinghamshire,  five  months  ago  may  have  been  kept  by  the  finders.  This  is 
suggested  in  a  police  report  which  is  being  sent  to  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions. 

Detectives  have  been  making  inquiries  since  1,063  coins  and  nine  pieces  of  500-year-old 
jewelry  worth  at  least  ^25,000  were  handed  over  to  the  police,  Mr.  A.  Shand,  Assistant  Chief 
Constable  of  Nottinghamshire,  said  today.  Inquiries  which  were  nearly  complete  indicated 
that  a  considerable  amount  of  the  treasure  had  been  found  and  not  disclosed. 

When  a  mechanical  digger  turned  up  the  treasure  there  was  a  rush  by  villagers  and  building 
site  workers  to  find  more.  Police  warned  them  that  anything  found  must  be  handed  over. 

The  coins  and  jewelry — four  gold  rings,  a  brooch,  a  cross,  a  barrel  lock,  and  a  gold  emblem 
and  chain — were  sent  to  the  British  Museum  in  March  and  experts  are  still  examining  them. 
When  the  cataloguing  has  been  completed  in  about  two  months’  time  the  Nottingham  district 
coroner  will  hold  an  inquest  to  determine  ownership. — Times,  5th  September,  1966. 

Museum  buys  Old  Coins.  Part  of  a  hoard  of  Roman  coins  unearthed  by  a  bulldozer  at 
Erw-Lan,  Caio,  last  year  has  been  bought  for  the  county  museum  at  Carmarthen  for  about  ^155. 

The  museum’s  curator,  Mr.  J.  Frederick  Jones,  said  yesterday  that  about  620  coins  are  now 
being  prepared  for  display  to  the  public.  Another  part  of  the  hoard  has  been  bought  by  the 
National  Museum  of  Wales,  Cardiff.  He  said  that  as  a  result  of  a  treasure  trove  inquest,  the 
first  held  in  Wales  on  coins  of  this  sort,  the  hoard  of  684  copper  and  bronze  coins  was  sent  to 
the  British  Museum  to  be  cleaned,  classified  and  valued. 

Mr.  Jones  said  that  a  few  of  the  coins  had  been  dipped  in  silver  before  being  put  into 
circulation. 

“  The  earliest  is  of  the  Emperor  Trajan  who  reigned  between  A.D.  249  and  251.  The  latest 
is  a  coin  of  Emperor  Carausius’s  reign,  with  a  mint  mark  of  A.D.  291.” 

Mr.  Jones  also  said  that  he  understood  that  the  two  workmen  who  had  found  the  coins,  had 
each  received  a  cheque  for  from  the  British  Museum.  To  would-be  treasure-hunters 
Mr.  Jones  said,  “  I  hope  everyone  will  watch  carefully  whenever  ground  is  being  disturbed, 
because  I  feel  there  is  a  lot  of  treasure  still  lying  buried  in  Carmarthenshire.” — Western  Mail, 
Wth  September,  1966. 

Roman  Hoard  from  the  Negev.  More  than  10,000  Roman  coins  have  been  discovered 
by  workers  excavating  the  Nabatean-Byzantine  city  of  Kurnub,  also  known  as  Mam.phis,  in 
the  Negev. 

Dr.  Abraham  Negev,  of  the  Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem,  the  archaelogist  heading  the 
expedition,  said  the  coins  were  probably  struck  in  Syria  and  dated  between  the  years  96  and 
112  A.D.  He  said  more  than  8,000  coins  were  of  large  denominations  and  2,000  were  denarii. 

They  filled  a  bronze  jar  2  ft.  high  which  was  concealed  under  the  stone  step  of  what  was 
obviously  a  rich  man’s  house,  whose  walls  were  painted  with  frescoes. 

The  coins,  he  said,  may  have  belonged  to  the  Roman  garrison  stationed  at  Kurnub,  or  to  a 
rich  merchant  who  was  also  a  banker.  Kurnub,  with  its  churches,  acropolis,  streets,  walls,  and 
bathhouses,  is  being  excavated  and  restored  by  the  Israel  National  Parks  Authority. — Times, 
25th  August,  1966.

Seventeenth  Century  Hoard  from  Ramsbury.  An  inquest  is  to  be  held  at  Ramsbury, 
Wiltshire,  to  decide  if  an  earthenware  pot  full  of  seventeenth-century  silver  coins  is  treasure 
trove. 

The  pot  was  found  by  workmen  laying  drains.  It  contained  61  coins  including  a  Charles  I 
crown,  16  Charles  II  crowns,  and  44  half-crowns.  All  were  in  excellent  condition.  Their  face 
value  is  £9  12s  6d. — Times,  5th  August,  1966. 

Falimite  Gold  from  Nile  Delta.  Gold  coins  about  1,000  years  old,  dating  from  the 
Fatimite  dynasty,  have  been  found  in  the  Nile  delta  town  of  Ashmoun,  according  to  repons 
reaching  here. 

Sixty-nine ‘coins  bearing  the  names  of  six  Caliph’s  were  found  in  a  porcelain  container  by 
workers  making  a  new  road.  Police  sealed  off  the  area  so  that  archaeologists  can  examine  it. 
— Times,  \9th  August,  1966. 

U.N.O.  Medal  for  Cyprus  Service.  The  United  Nations  have  awarded  the  U.N.O. 
medal  to  members  of  the  1st  Battalion,  the  Royal  Welsh  Fusiliers,  who  have  completed  more 
than  three  months’  United  Nations  duty  in  Cyprus. — Eastern  Daily  Press,  3rd  September,  1966. 
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IMPORTANT  ENGLISH  SILVER  COLLECTION  STOLEN. 

We  have  been  notified  by  the  Gloucester  Constabulary  of  the  theft  of  an  important  collection 
of  English  milled  silver. 

This  collection  is  almost  complete  in  types  of  all  denominations  from  the  Commonwealth 
to  the  present  day  and  includes  many  rare  pieces,  among  which  are  the  following  classic 
rarities ; — 

(1)  Anne  crown  1705  Plumes; 

(2)  Charles  II  halfcrown  1681  Elephant  &.  Castle; 

(3)  Charles  II  shilling  1666  “  Guinea  ”  Head; 

(4)  George  I  halfcrown  1726  small  Roses  &  Plumes; 

(5)  William  IV  crown  1831, 

The  collection  was  housed  in  a  mahogany  cabinet,  size  12"  x  10"  x  10"  with  a  brass  handle 
on  the  top  and  a  falling  front. 

It  is  most  unlikely  that  the  collection  will  be  offered  en  bloc  but  if  any  reader  is  offered  any 
of  the  coins  mentioned  above,  particularly  if  more  than  one  of  these  is  offered  at  the  same  time, 
he  should  treat  the  matter  with  the  greatest  suspicion  and  contact  Superintendent  Baker  at 
the  Police  Station,  Stroud,  Glos.,  or  his  nearest  Police  Station  without  delay.

THE  QUEEN’S  MEDAL  FOR  EGYPT.  1882. 

Some  Notes. 

By  Captain  W.  A.  Morgan. 

{Late  of  the  Kensingtons). 

A  silver  medal  was  authorised  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  to  be  given  to  all 
troops  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  Campaign  in  Egypt  in  1882. 

With  this  medal,  of  1882,  two  clasps  were  given — the  first  for  aleXx\ndria 
1 1th  July,  which  except  for  one  exception  was  a  purely  Naval  clasp  and  the  other  for 
the  Battle  of  tel-el-kebir  on  the  13th  September  1882.  This  battle  was  an  Army 
affair  but  a  Naval  Detachment  and  Battalion  of  Royal  Marines  were  present  and 
received  the  clasp  (details  of  these  numbers  have  been  given  in  a  previous  article). 
The  one  clasp  for  Alexandria  11th  July  to  the  Ai-my  was  given  to  Major  Tulloch  of 
the  41st  Welch  Regiment  who  had  been  present  with  the  Naval  Commander-in-Chief 
at  the  Bombardment  as  Military  Liason  Officer. 

A  considerable  Force,  drawn  from  Home  Garrisons,  Gibraltar,  Malta  and  India 
was  employed.  In  addition  to  these  formed  Regiments  a  great  number  of  “  odd  men  ” 
were  employed  as  various  details.  It  is  said  that  these  men  were  taken  off  ships  in 
transit  whether  going  home  for  discharge  or  going  East  for  service,  be  that  as  it  may 
it  will  be  seen  in  the  attached  list  that  many  Regiments  were  represented  by  one  or 
two  only. 

An  interesting  fact  of  this  Campaign  is  the  employment  of  a  detachment  of 
Volunteers  from  an  established  Regiment.  The  24th  Bn.  Middlesex  Rifle  Volunteers, 
later  the  8th  Bn.  (City  of  London)  The  London  Regiment — The  Post  Office  Rifles, 
was  raised  chiefly  from  men  employed  in  the  General  Post  Office.  Postal  facilities  for 
troops  on  service  were  poor  and  the  Colonel  of  the  24th  Middlesex  had  often 
suggested  that  a  detachment  of  trained  Post  Office  men  should  accompany  troops  on 
service  and  for  this  Campaign  the  War  Office  agreed.  A  detachment  of  2  Officers 
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and  42  men  was  formed  and  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  operations  setting  up  postal 
offices  for  the  issue  and  payment  of  Money  Orders,  etc.  The  Officers  and  men  of 
this  detachment  were  attached  to  the  Royal  Engineers  and  received  the  medal 
without  a  clasp.  A  number  remained  in  Egypt  with  the  Army  in  Occupation  and 
wffien  sent  to  Suakim  in  1884  received  the  clasp  suakim  1884.  What  perhaps  is  of 
greater  honour  to  the  Regiment  is  the  fact  that  they  bore  Egypt  1882,  in  their 
Battle  Honours,  an  honour  nearly  cw^enty  years  ahead  of  any  other  of  the  Volunteer 
Regiments  that  later  formed  the  Territorial  Army  of  1908. 

The  attached  list  deals  only  with  the  medal  for  1882  and  clasp  for  tel-el-kebir, 
many  shown  as  having  this  clasp  received  further  clasp  or  clasps  for  service  during  the 
Sudan  campaigns  of  1 884- 1 889  wiieii  a  further  eleven  clasps  became  available  to  holders 
of  the  1882  medal  and  a  new,  undated,  medal  was  struck  for  which  the  clasps  were 
available.  Readers  will  appreciate  that  an  analysis  of  all  these  clasps  is  quite  a 
problem,  however,  the  wTiter  in  due  course  hopes  to  produce  a  list  to  show  the 
relative  quantities  of  these  clasps  for  the  various  Regiments  employed. 

Finally  let  it  be  said  that  queries  and  corrections  are  welcome,  and  can  be  sent 
through  the  publishers  or  direct  if  the  questioner  knows  the  address.

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  Meetings  of  this  Society 
have  been  held  regularly  on  alternate  Thursday  until  the 
beginning  of  July,  when  there  was  a  break  to  allow  for 
summer  holidays.  The  Society’s  next  meeting  being  on 
September  1st. 

7th  July.  This  was  the  last  meeting  of  the  society  until 
the  autumn,  and  was  more  of  a  social  gathering.  Many 
recent  acquisitions  were  shown,  amongst  them — M. 
Aiinton  brought  along  two  D.C.M.  groups  to  the  Royal 
Warwickshire  Regt.  The  first  group  consisted  of  a 
Victorian  D.C.M.  (one  of  only  four  awarded  at  Omdur- 
man)  together  with  both  Sudan  medals,  also  China  1900 
(rare  to  the  Warwicks)  and  Great  War  Medals.  The 
other  was  an  Edward  VII  D.C.M.  together  with  Boer 
War  medals.  P.  Done  showed,  as  a  variant  from  cam¬ 
paign  medals,  several  interesting  and  unusual  Masonic 
medals,  all  to  the  same  recipient.  Many  books  of 
varying  themes,  both  medallic  and  military,  were  also 
shown. 

The  society  is  endeavouring  to  increase  its  member¬ 
ship,  and  would  be  glad  to  welcome  anyone  interested 
in  medals  or  militaria  generally,  who  lives  in  Birmingham 
or  its  immediate  surrounds.

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  The  Meeting  of  31st 
August  at  the  “  Crown  Inn  ”  was  very  well  attended. 
At  short  notice,  Mr.  A.  R.  K.  Clayton  had  prepared  a 
most  entertaining  talk  on  the  “  Outline  of  Roman 
Coinage,”  and  for  nearly  sixty  minutes  he  illustrated  his 
lecture  with  coins  from  his  own  collection.  The  deities, 
the  varying  legends,  and  the  stories  behind  different 
issues  were  outlined.  The  general  Republican  types; 
the  Imperial  coinage;  the  changing  emperors— most  of 
whom  died  violent  deaths — the  Mints  of  the  time;  the 
Moneyers,  whose  names  were  prominently  shown  on 
many  of  the  coins:  all  these  features  were  covered 
briefly.  Dealing  with  a  vast  subject,  Mr.  Clayton 
succeeded  in  presenting  a  clear  general  picture,  as 
reflected  in  the  coinage,  of  the  complete  Roman  Era, 
from  Republic  to  the  Byzantine  Period.

Devizes  Num.  Soc.  A  most  interesting  exhibition 
and  talk  was  given  on  “  English  Crowns  ”  by  F.  J. 
Jeffery,  in  the  Bell  Hotel,  Devizes,  on  September  14th. 
Among  the  selection  of  over  one  hundred  English 
crowns,  could  be  seen  an  interesting  copy  of  the  Simon 
Petition  crown,  the  Rawlins  Oxford  crown  and  many 
other  interesting  types  and  varieties  from  1551  to  1965. 
Added  to  the  exhibition  was  an  interesting  Charles  I  10/- 


in  silver  with  the  Oxford  obverse  and  the  Shrewsbury 
reverse  of  1643,  a  New  Zealand  “  Waitangi  ”  and  other 
Colonial  crowns.  After  a  short  discussion  regarding  the 
last  few  crowns  issued,  some  comment  was  made  on  the 
modernistic  art  of  the  Churchill  crown  by  the  general 
assembly  present. 

After  thanking  the  speaker  for  his  interesting  talk  and 
exhibition  the  Hon.  Secretary  Mr.  R  Underwood  of 
Sheep  St.,  Devizes,  requested  that  the  exhibition  be  open 
a  little  longer  for  members  to  glance  through  once  again. 

London  Num.  Club.  The  August  meeting  of  the 
club  was  held  on  the  10th  of  the  month  at  St.  Bride’s 
Institute  and  was  devoted  to  contributions  by  five 
members. 

Mr.  Ian  Roper  demonstrated  the  making  of  plaster 
casts  and  produced  fine  copies  of  a  follis  and  a  half 
shekel. 

Mr.  D.  Fell  gave  a  talk  on  the  coinage  of  the  Spanish 
colonies  and  exhibited  several  examples  of  eight  real 
pieces.  He  also  spoke  of  the  half,  one,  two  and  four 
real  coins. 

Air.  R.  J.  Seaman  spoke  of  the  eleventh  issue  of  the 
coinage  of  Henry  I  of  which  only  16  of  a  possible  54 
mints  are  known.  By  examining  each  missing  mint  in 
turn  the  speaker  attempted  to  prove  that  all  but  three  or 
four  were  probably  closed  during  this  issue  and  the 
mints  represented  in  the  national  and  other  cabinets 
were,  therefore,  nearly  complete. 

The  fourth  speaker  was  Air.  A.  Fraser  who  showed  a 
Swedish  coin  struck  in  1938  to  commemorate  New 
Sweden,  a  colony  in  America  in  the  17th  century  which 
never  had  a  coinage  of  its  own. 

The  meeting  was  wound  up  by  Air.  R.  N.  Bridge,  who 
showed  three  cistophoric  tetradrachms  depicting  serpents 
issuing  from  a  chest.  These  coins  were  current  about 
200  B.c.  and  the  symbol  was  that  of  the  religion  of 
Bacchus. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  club  held  on  the  8th  September, 
one  of  the  members.  Dr.  Robert  H.  Dodd,  read  a  paper 
entitled  “  Porcelain  coins  and  tokens.”  The  speaker 
commenced  his  talk  by  saying  that  he  had  had  great 
difficulty  in  finding  any  reference  books  on  the  subject 
of  porcelain  and  that  there  did  not  appear  to  be  many 
numismatists  who  were  interested  in  this  particular 
sphere.  He  spoke  of  the  whole  period  of  porcelain  coins 
from  its  commencement  by  the  Chinese  about  900  a.d. 
to  the  present  time,  speaking  in  detail  of  the  State 
Porcelain  factory  in  Saxony. 

Dr.  Dodd  exhibited  a  number  of  tokens  as  well  as 
Siamese  bullet-shaped  coins  and  gambling  tokens.  The 
speaker  also  mentioned  the  tokens  issued  by  the  Wor¬ 
cester  Porcelain  Company  and  issued  between  1756  and 
1783.  These  were  issued,  possibly  because  of  the 
shortage  of  silver  at  that  time  or  more  probably  as  a 
matter  of  convenience,  for  the  masters  and  workmen  at 
the  factory. 

The  club  was  privileged  to  have  Air.  C.  Shingler, 
curator  of  The  Dyson  Perrins  Museum  Trust,  at  the 
meeting  and  he  produced  copies  of  the  Worcester  two 
shillings  and  one  shilling  tokens.  These  are  extremely 
rare,  only  four  sets  being  known  to  exist. 

St.  Albans  &  Hertfordshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the 

May  meeting,  Mr.  R.  A.  G.  Carson  gave  a  talk  on 
“  Roman  Coins  and  History,”  illustrated  with  colour 
slides.  Air.  Carson  outlined  the  history  of  Roman 
coinage,  referring  to  coins  from  the  earliest  period 
onwards  and  describing  the  falling  standards  during  the 
Punic  Wars  and  the  coinage  reform  during  the  Second 
Punic  War.  The  speaker  described  how  Roman  coins 
excelled  in  portraiture  and  also  referred  to  the  Greek 
influence.  He  further  referred  to  coins  produced  by 
Generals  and  Proconsuls  outside  Italy  which  illustrated 
the  struggle  for  power.  He  recounted  the  assassination 
of  Caesar  and  showed  coins  of  Brutus  in  exile  in  Greece 
and  of  the  Triumvirate.  The  speaker  explained  the  use 
of  coins  for  propaganda  purposes  which  sometimes 
described  extensions  to  the  Empire.  Air.  Carson  also 
showed  a  series  illustrating  ceremonies. 
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The  June  meeting  was  a  symposium  on  the  condition 
oi  coins  arranged  by  Mr.  G.  Edsall  with  the  assistance 
of  Miss  Virginia  Kell  and  Mr.  James  Dick  who  had 
kindly  come  from  Spinks  to  adjudicate  on  the  condition 
of  the  coins  brought  to  the  meeting.  .Members  were 
invited  to  record  their  opinion  on  100  coins  and  when 
this  had  been  done,  .Miss  Kell  and  .Mr.  Dick  gave  their 
joint  opinion  of  each  coin  with  remarks.  Members  were 
thus  able  to  compare  these  opinions  with  their  own,  and 
this  showed  that  members  tended  to  grade  their  coins 
lower  than  the  experts.  This  gave  rise  to  general 
discussion  and  Miss  Kell  and  Air.  Dick  answered  a 
number  of  questions. 

The  July  meeting  w’as  a  coin  auction  organised  by  the 
President,  Mr.  A.  E.  Bow-en,  and  Mr.  G.  Edsall.  The 
items  offered  comprised  books,  coins,  medals  and  sundry 
other  items.  Forty-two  lots  w'ere  sold,  realising  a  total 
of  ;([21  16s.  3d.  Of  this,  £2  Is  5d.  was  appropriated  to 
the  library  fund.  This  w'as  a  particularly  well-attended 
meeting  much  appreciated  by  members  and  a  number 
of  visitors  present.
